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- COUNTY COUNCILLOR REPORT - 
As we come to the end of the municipal year 2016-17, we look 
forward to the elections on 4th May, when Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough take the historic step of electing the first 
Mayor of the Combined Authority. The Devolution Deal is 
described as being the most generous in the country and will 
see the allocation of £20m a year for the next 30 years to 
support economic growth, infrastructure and jobs. During 
negotiations for the first Devolution Deal, SCDC played a lead 
role in seeking and securing £100m to accelerate the building 
of affordable homes. These will be built on already identified 
sites across the county but with emphasis on the very high 
need locally. A shadow Combined Authority Board has been 
formed in advance of the election of the Mayor and has 
approved some of the governance structures necessary to 
make sure that public resources are allocated in a legal, 
efficient and effective way. There are ambitions for road 
improvements and rail investment, provide new rolling stock 
and strengthen the case for a new station at Addenbrooke's. 

In addition, the area will gain local control of the skills and 
apprenticeships budget that will offer opportunities for our 
young people. The next stage of this handover of powers from 
Whitehall is already being worked up and will extend to 
community safety [including police and fire services] and the 
integration of local health and social care services. 

The County Council elections, also on 4th May, will see a 
reduced number of councillors elected. Following the Local 
Government Boundary Commission's review of 
Cambridgeshire County Council, residents will now be 
represented by 61 councillors [down from 69]. For Bar Hill 
Division the changes mean that Boxworth will move to the 
Papworth/Swavesey Division. 

Thank you to everyone who has contacted me during the two 
years and three months that I have served of the normal four- 
year period of office of a County Councillor. Your comments 
and requests for help have sometimes been challenging, often 
informative or witty, but always welcomed - as they will 
continue to be if I am offered the privilege of continuing to 
represent you after 4th May.

Fraudsters are sending phishing emails pretending to come 
from email addresses which have been compromised. The 
subject line contains the recipient's name, and the main body 
of text says: 

"Hi, [name]! 

I am disturbing you for a very serious reason. Although we are not 
familiar, 1 have significant amount ofinjb concerning you. Most 
likely your account data has been emailed to me by mistake. For 
instance, your address is: [real home address] 
lama law-abiding citizen, so I decided the personal data may have 
been hacked. I attach the file - [sumame].dot that I received, so you 
can explore what info has been obtained. File password is - 2811 
Best Wishes," 

The emails include an attachment-a '.dof file, usually titled 
with the recipient's name - which contains the Banking 
Trojan Ursniff/Gozi. This could read your bank details and 
passwords which can then be used to steal your money. 
Protect Yourself. 

• Always install software updates immediately-they include 
fixes for critical security vulnerabilities. However even this 
will not always prevent your device(s) from becoming 
infected. 

• Don't click on links or open attachments in unsolicited 
emails or SMS messages: Remember fraudsters can 'spoof 
an email address to make it look like one used by someone 
you trust. 

• Do not enable macros in downloads; this would allow 
Trojan/malware to be installed onto your device. 

• Create regular backups of your important files to an 
external hard drive, memory stick or online storage 
provider (not one connected to your computer as any 
malware infection could spread to that as well). 

• If you think your bank details have been compromised, you 
should contact your bank immediately. 

• If you have been affected by this or any other fraud, report 
it to Action Fraud by calling 0300123 2040, or visit 
www.actionfraud.Dolice.uk.
